YS7 HEB.EAS under the authority of the Electric Lighting 
' Acts 18S2 to 1909 the Board ol' Trade have made the 
several Provisional Orders set out in the schedule to this Act: 


And whereas a Provisional Order made by the Board of 
E Trade under the authority of the said Acts is not of any 
validity or force whatever until the confirmation thereof by Act 
of Parliament : 


And whereas it is expedient that the several Provisional 
Orders made by the Board of Trade under the authority of the 
10 said Acts as set out in the schedule to this Act be confirmed 
by Act of ■ Parliament : 


Be it therefore enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal and Commons in this present Parliament assembled 
lfi and by the authority of the same as follows : — 

1. Tliis Act may be cited as the Electric Lighting Orders 
Confirmation (No. 6) Act 1914. 


2. The several Orders as set out in the schedule to this Act 
are hereby confirmed and the same shall from and after the 

20 passing and subject to the provisions of this Act have full 
validity and effect. 

3. — (1) Nothing in the Ayr Burgh Electric Lighting 
(Extension) Order 1914 confirmed by this Act shall in any way 
limit or affect the powers of the county council of the county 

25 of Ayr (in this section referred to as “the county council”) to 
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rebuild alter widen or repair the structure of any bridge upon 
which any work by the Order authorised shall be constructed 
or impose upon the comity council any liability which was not 
by law imposed upon them prior to the commencement of the 
Order. 5 

(2) If at any time the county council require to carry 
out works for rebuilding altering widening or repairing any 
bridge which might involve interference with any portion of 
the undertaking by the Order authorised they shall prior to 
the commencement of such works give the Undertakers one -10 
month’s notice of their intention to carry out such works and 

if in order to avoid interruption to the supply by the. 
Undertakers of electrical energy it is in the opinion of the 
county council necessary to temporarily remove the mains and 
other electrical appliances belonging to the Undertakers from 15 
such bridge then the Undertakers shall (and they are hereby 
authorised so to do) at their own expense temporarily carry 
their cables and wires across such bridge overhead or at the 
side thereof in such a manner as will not be a danger or 
inconvenience to the public or unreasonably interfere with the 20 
works to be carried out by the county council. 

(3) When the rebuilding altering widening or repairing of 
such bi’idge slial} have been completed the Undertakers shall 
have the same rights and powers with regard to such bridge 
and its approaches as they had before the works were carried 25 
out. 

(4) If any dispute arises between the county coimc.il and 

the Undertakers with regard to this section the same shall be 
determined by an arbiter to be appointed on the application of 
either party by the Board of Trade. 30 

4. — (1) Nothing in the Galashiels and District Electric 
Lighting Order 1914 confirmed by this Act shall in any way 
limit or affect the powers of the Roxburghshire County Council 
(in this section referred to as “ the county council ”) to 
rebuild alter widen or repair the structure of any bridge upon 35 
which any work by the Order authorised .shall be constructed 
or impose upon the county council any liability which was not 
by law imposed upon them prior to the commencement of the 
Order. 

(2) If at any time the county council require to carry 40 
out works for rebuilding altering widening or repairing any 
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bridge which might involve interference with any portion of 
the undertaking by the Order authorised they shall prior to the 
commencement of such works give the U ndertakers one month’s 
notice of their intention to carry out such works and if in order 
5 to avoid interruption to the supply by the Undertakers of 
electrical energy it is in the opinion of the county council 
necessary to temporarily remove the mains and other electrical 
appliances belonging to the Undertakers from such bridge then 
the Undertakers shall (and they are hereby authorised so to do) 
10 at their own expense temporarily carry their cables and wires 
across such bridge overhead or at the side thereof in such a 
manner as will not be a danger or inconvenience to the public 
or unreasonably interfere with the works to be carried out by 
the county council. 

15 (3) When the rebuilding altering widening or repairing of 

such bridge shall have been completed the Undertakers shall 
have the same rights and powers with regard to such bridge 
and its approaches as they had before the works were carried 
out. 

20 (4) If any dispute arises between the county council and 

the Undertakers with regard to this section the same shall be 
determined by an arbiter to be appointed on the application of 
either party by the Board of Trade. 

5. — (1) Nothing in the Galashiels and District Electric 
25 Lighting Order 1914 confirmed by this Act shall in any way 
limit or affect the powers . of the Selkirkshire County Council 
(in this section referred to as “ the county council ”) to rebuild 
alter widen or repair the structure of any bridge upon which 
any work by the Order authorised shall be constructed or 
30 impose upon the county council any liability which was not 
by , law imposed upon them prior to the commencement of the 
Order. 

(2) If at any time the county council require to carry 
out works for rebuilding altering widening or repairing any 
35 bridge which might involve interference with any portion of 
the undertaking by the Order authorised they shall prior to 
the commencement of such works give the Undertakers’ one 
month’s notice of their intention to carry out such works and 
if in order to avoid interruption to the supply by the Undertakers 
40 of electrical energy it| is .in the opinion of the county council 
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necessary to temporarily remove the mains and other electrical 
appliances "belonging to the Undertakers from such bridge then 
the Undertakers shall (and they are hereby authorised so to do) 
at their own expense temporarily carry their cables and wires 
across such bridge overhead or at the side thereof in such a 5 
manner as will not be a danger or inconvenience to the public 
or unreasonably interfere with the works to be carried out by 
the county council. 

(3) When the rebuilding altering widening or repairing of 
such bridge shall have been completed the Undertakers shall 10 
have the same rights and powers with regard to such bridge 
and its approaches as they had before the works were carried 
out. 

(4) If any dispute arises between the county council and 
the Undertakers with regard to this section the same shall 15 
he determined by an arbiter to be appointed on the application 

of either party by the Board of Trade. 

6 . — (1) The lord provost magistrates and council of the 
city and royal borough of, Edinburgh may notwithstanding 
anything contained in the Electric Lighting Acts 18S2 to 1909 20 
and the schedule to the Electric Lighting (Clauses) Act 1899 
hut subject to the consent of the Secretary for Scotland borrow 
money for and in connection with the purposes of the Edinburgh 
Corporation Electric Lighting Order 1891 (confirmed by the 
Electric Lighting Orders Confirmation (No. 6 ) Act 1891) and 25 
the Edinburgh Corporation Electric Lighting (Extension) Order 
confirmed by this Act and under the provisions of the Edinburgh 
Municipal and Police Acts 1879 to 1913 and any Act or Acts 
amending the same (all which Acts are hereinafter referred to 
as the Municipal and Police Acts) with respect to the 30 
borrowing of money which provisions shall he and are hereby 
made applicable to the money so to be borrowed and to the 
sinking fund for the repayment of money so borrowed in the 
same way and maimer as if the money so to he borrowed for 
the said purposes were borrowed under the authority of tile 35 
said Municipal and Police Acts. 

(2) The said lord provost magistrates and council may 
notwithstanding any provision to the contrary contained in the 
Electric Lighting Acts 1882 to 1909 and the schedule to the 
Electric Lighting Clauses Act 1899 cause the accounts of their 4Q 
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receipt payments and liabilities under the said Orders to be A.D. 1914. 
kept audited authenticated and published in like maimer as is 
provided in respect to their accounts under the said Municipal 
and Police Acts and the provisions of the said Municipal and 
5 Police Acts with respect' to accounts shall be held to be incor- 
porated with and be applicable in all respects to the objects and 
purposes of the said Orders. 

(3) The preceding provisions of this section shall only apply 
in respect of the said Order confirmed by this Act so long and 

10 so far as the said lord provost magistrates and council are the 
Undertakers for the purposes thereof. 

(4) Sections three and four of the said Act of 1891 are 
hereby repealed without prejudice to any tiling done or suffered 
thereunder.

Provisional Order granted by the Board of Trade under the 
Electric Lighting Acts 1882 to 1909 to the provost magis- 
trates and councillors of the burgh of Ayr in respect of 
5 the burgh of Prestwick portions of the parish of Eundonald 
and of the united parish of Monkton and Prestwick and 
portions of the pai'ishes of Ayr Dalrymple and Maybole all 
in the county of Ayr. 

1. This Order may be cited as the Ayr Burgh Electric Lighting 
10 (Extension) Order 1911 and the Ayr Burgh Electric Lighting Order 

1890 (hereinafter called “ the principal Order ”) and this Order may 
be cited together as the Ayr Bni-gh Electric Lighting Order's 1890 and 
1914. 

2. The provisions contained in the schedule to the Electric 
15 Lighting (Clauses) Act 1899 (with the exception of section 84 of that 

schedule) are incorporated with and form part of this Order and the 
undertaking authorised by the principal Order and the Undertakers in 
respect thereof shall he subject to those provisions and so much of 
tire principal Order as is inconsistent with those provisions is hereby 
20 repealed without prejudice to anything done or suffered thereunder 
Provided that sections 23 and 65 of the said schedule shall apply to the 
undertaking within tire area added by this Order as if tire Undertakers 
were the local authority. 

3. Subject to tbe provisions incorporated with this Order, there 
25 shall he added to the area of supply fox the purposes of the principal 

Order as amended by this Order the area (hereinafter called “the 
added area”) which is described in the First Schedule to this Order 
and • is more particularly delineated on the map deposited together 
with this Order at the Board of Trade by the Undertakers and signed 
30 by an assistant secretary to the Board of Trade Provided that in case 
of difference between the description in tliat schedule and the area as 
delineated on the said map the latter shall prevail. 

4. Subject to the provisions incorporated with this Order the 
Undertakers are specially authorised by this Order to break up the 

35 streets not repairable by the local authority and the tramwayp within 
the added area which are mentioned in the Second Schedule to this 
Order. 

5. The streets and parts of streets within the added area throughout 
which suitable and sufficient distributing mains for the purposes of 

40 general supply are to be laid down within a period of two years after 
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the commencement of this Order as mentioned in section 21 of the 
schedule to the Electric Lighting (Clauses) Act 1899 are those mentioned 
in the Third Schedule to this Order. 

6. The Undertakers shall not he entitled to charge higher prices 
for energy supplied within the added area than are charged by them 5 
for the time being for a corresponding supply within the area under 
the principal Order. 

7. — (1) The county council of the county of Ayr (hereinafter 
called “the council”) may within six months after the expiration of 
ten years from the commencement, of this Order or within six months 10 
after the expiration of every subsequent period of live years by notice 

in writing require the Undertakers to sell and thereupon the Under- 
takers shall sell to the council so much of the undertaking under 
this Order as is situate witbin the jurisdiction of the council including 
all lands buildings works materials and plant of the Undertakers 15 
suitable to and used by them for the purposes of the undertaking 
within that jurisdiction upon the terms of paying to the Undertakers 
an amount equal to the fair market value of the part of the under- 
taking purchased as a going concern due regard being had to any loss 
occasioned by severance. 20 

(2) The price to be paid shall in default of agreement be deter- 
mined by arbitration. 

(3) The Board of Trade may determine any other question which 
arises with reference to the purchase and in default of agreement as 

to the date on which the purchase is to take effect may fix that date. 25 

(4) From the date on which the purchase takes effect the part of 
the undertaking purchased including the said lands buildings works 
materials and plant shall vest in the council freed from any debts 
mortgages or similar obligations of the Undertakers or attaching to 
the undertaking and the powers of the Undertakers relating to the 30 
supply of electricity under this Order within the jurisdiction of the 
council shall absolutely cease and determine and shall vest in the 
coupcil. 

(5) Before entering upon any arbitration under subsection (2) of 
this section it shall be determined by agreement between the Under- 35 
takers and the council and failing agreement by arbitration what lands 
buildings works materials and plant are suitable to and used by the 
Undertakers for the purposes of the undertaking within the jurisdiction 

of the council and if the council are dissatisfied with the determination 
of the arbiter they shall for a period of one month after such 40 
determination be at liberty to withdraw their notice to purchase 
Provided that in the event of such withdrawal the council shall pay 
to the Undertakers the reasonable costs incurred by them in respect 
of such arbitration. 
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(6) Nothing in this section shall affect the power of the council A.D. 1914. 
as the local authority to purchase under section 2 of the Electric AyrBiirgh. 
Lighting Act 1S88. 

8. Section 2 of tire Electric Lighting Act 1888 shall apply to the Section 2 of 

5 undertaking within the burgh of Prestwick with the following Lighting Act 

variations : — 1888 vaned 

(1) The period of thirty years shall be substituted for the period undeitaking 

of forty-two years mentioned in the said section: -within burgh 

, of Prestwick. 

(2) The arbiter for the purpose of an arbitration under the said 

10 section shall be appointed by the Secretary for Scotland 

for the time being. 

9. This Order shall come into force upon the day when the Commence- 
Act confirming this Order is passed and that day shall be the Order° f 
commencement of this Order.

(2) In the case of a supply to any consumer other than a local 

authority or public lighting authority for any other purpose 
for any amount up to twenty units ten shillings and for 
each unit over twenty units sixpence.

Where the Undertakers charge any consumer by the electrical 
quantity contained in the supply given to him they shall be entitled 
to charge him according to the rates set forth in section 1 of this 
schedule the amount of energy supplied to him being taken to be the 
product of that electrical quantity and the declared pressure at the 30 
consumer’s terminals that is to say such a constant pressure at those 
terminals as may be declared by the Undertakers under the Board of 
Trade regulations. 
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
